:^dliein Pasha'H Troops Capture the 
Milonna Pass After a Fnri- 
ons Couillct. 



EiASsoNA, April 181— Headqaarters 
TurkiaK army, p.m., (delayed in trans- 
iniBflion.)— Heavy fighting haa taken 
place between Tui^ka and Greeks for tlie 
poaeession of the Milouna r.isa. After .i 
luost fatiijuing day with the iieadqiiar- 
tera stall' in the Milouna Pass, the cor- 
respondent, of the ABEOciate Press has re- 
turned here. .The battle, resulting in 
giving the Tfirks poBBession of Milouna 
Pass, \rnB waced with the most admir- 
able courage and determination on Coth 
eides. The pass rang witli the r?ar of 
artillery and.the rattle of musket. It 
was, however, around the two tireek 
blockhouses that the most furious con- 
flict occurred. They were defended with 
the utmost valor and tenacity. The cor- 
respondent was greatly struck with the 
coolnesf! and discipline of the Turks. 
Iu the midst of the botteet 
flighting, for instance, four Turk- 
iali soldiers advancing in ekirmish- 
in^ order under a deadly fire became 
detached from the main body. Never- 
thelcBB they continued to advance with 
perfect self-posseaaion amid a hail of 
buUetB- One of the men was hit and 
fell. Then the second man was shot 
and the third received a bullet wound, 
QUt the fourth man calmly continued 
li-ing <without regard for bis. personal 
ttfetr until the Greeks retired. 
.tTbe.moBt important Greek blockhouse 
lamed Kritcbova was strongly fortified 
End defended by earth-works. The 
?urkB mostly attacked in skirmishing 
crder, lirin;; independently. They sel- 
com lired volleys. 

The scene, while the engagement was 
[it its lieight, was exceedingly pictur- 
eec|ue, lOdhein I'aaha, aurrounJed by 
IrilHant atall', waa the centre of 
Btrikinc i:roti|) with the constant 
going and coming of orderlies. 
'IJie ambulance corps was busy in every 
tlirection bringing in wounded, whoso 
faces were black with powder and cov- 
ered with blood. Edbem Paeha followed 
erery phase of the fighting, through a 
Held glass giving orders and receiving 
reports with imperturable deliberation. 
It was noticed that many ot the reports 
were acribbletl on scraps of paper atained 
with blood. The oflicera and men alike 
wiire black with the dust of battle, and 
liid not slept, shaved or washotl for two 
days and nights. Risa Paalia, com- 
manding the Turkish artillery, is a man 
of inagniticent presence. He exhibited 
most masterly skill in placing his batter- 
ies and in directing their fire. 

Jt is believed to-morrow 'a fighting 
must be decisive. Several additional 
iKitleries of artillery and battalions of 
infantry have arrived to take part in the 
great combat to-morrow (Monday). Tht; 
hrlltopa on the northern aide of the pass 
are strewn witli 11 reek dead. The faces 
of many of the dead are aa calm as 
though askcj). 

ATHi.:N.';, April \'i — In tlio secnm) en- 
gaf;oment at Crilovalie the tireek brigade 
commanded by Cieneral Mastropra was 
able to reform after giving away before 
the Turkish assault. Another Greek 
brigade under command of - Ge&eral 
MineponloB is hurrying to reinforce 
Guneral Mastropas. Adespatch fromArta 
filed at 11:30 this morning announced 
that lighting continues between the 
Greekfi and Turks at the entrance of the 
Gulf of Arta and elficwhero in that vicin- 
it3'. TheTurkiah batteries at liamidiun 
and I'antoeratoros are rejilyiiig feebly, 
The crossing of the river Aralvphoa by 
the (ireek army under Ool. Manos, 
numbering about 25,000 men waa 
attended by severe lighting during 
wj^icli the Cireek artillery baltoriea dis- 
tijjguished thoniBelves. This Greek 
force is now in J'J])iraB. Dispatches from 
the front received here this evening say 
the Turks' in cotieiderable force have 
been attacking Revenla, not far 
from Tyrnavo, northwest of Laria- 
sa, wliich would indicate that the 
(.1 reeks have not advanced far into the 
Daiiiazi Plain. It ia added that the 
Turka wore repulsed at Kevenia. A atill 
later dispatch from '.irit/.ovali admits 
that the Turka have recajitured that 
place. 

Cosh tantikoi'lh, April I'J. — Tlio Turk- 
ish authorities at Prevazea have pro* 
claimed the Gulf of Arta closed to all but 
Turkish troops. 

Pahib, April 19.— At a cabinet meeting 
held this morning it waa decided not to 
modify the policy of nonintervention in 
GiJi'co-Turkieh affaire previously adopted 
by J' rance. At the re(]UOBt of the Greek 
minister, Prince Mavrocordato, the 
I''rench anibaasador waa aulliori/.ed to 
take under its protection the Greek Oa- 
tliolica in Turkey. At the close of the 
cabinet meeting M. Hanotaux, minirftor 
of foreign nfl'iiirs, received t^ho Greek 
niiniBtor to I'Vance. , 

Lauib.s.v, April 10. — The Greeks have 
defeated the Turks at Beveni and two 
Greek brii|acle9'*Uli(Te entered^-^;kiqh 
territory; in differenl dtiwbfioqB,' and 
.penefxatbd to Damaai, northenet oit:Zu< 



koH. Another division is trying to flank 
the Turka who are retreating in dis- 
order. Heavy fighting ia in progress at 
Grielzovali; it hua been going on since 
noon. The Greeks are trying to re- 
capture the place. 

CoNETANTiNoi'LK, April 10.— The Im- 
perial Ottoman bank has ofi'ered the 
government to establish and maintain at 
Elassona, at its own expense, a hospital 
for the wounded. 

St. Pktkkkuuuh, April 19. — Referring 
to the mention of an 'alliance between 
Bulgaria, Servia and Montenegro, it is 
aemi-oflieially pointed out to-day that 
the league being formed ia not only for 
protection of the governmenta named 
against Turkey and Auatria, but againat 
pan-Hellenic aapiratioiia in the Balkan 
peninsula. Therefore, it ia added, Greece 
ia unable to count upon any support in 
the present cotillict from the countries 
indicated, and moreover the respective 
ministers have positively assured Russia 
that their L'overnmentB will maintain 
strict neutrality. 

J.ONOON, April 19. — The outbreak of 
hostilities on the Greek frontier haa 
caused but little eeuaiition here. The 
permanent oliiciala and the Turkish am- 
bassador have received no information 
beyond the fact that war haa been de- 
clared. In spite of the fact of its beinc 
a holiday here there was great activity 
at . the foreign oflitea whero tlie full 
stafT was at work the whole day long. 
The Italian, German, Austrian, Swedish, 
French and Turkish iiiinistera bad a 
lengthy conference with Sir Thomas II. 
Sanderson, the permanent secretary of 
the foreign oilice. The latter inforined 
a representative of the Aaaociated Press 
that the powers had not yet decided to 
interfere in Ihe war between Greece and 
Turkey, which, 'he added, should be 
sharp and decisive, as the Greeks have 
little chance of ultimately winning. 

Lo.NuoN, Ajiril 19. — (lat,eat)— General 
Smolintz, ex-minister of war ia in com- 
mand 01 14,000 Greeks at Revenia not 
far from Tyrnavoa, northwest of Lariasa, 
At this point Edbem Paaha closely press- 
ed was nearly taken prisoner. His plan 
was to force the Pass of Revenia to enter 
the plain of J.arisaa and to cut 
off the retreat of the Greek 
army with his cavalry, and thus take 
Larissa without resistance, but this plan 
was defeated, one Greek division forcing 
hia line close to Tyrnavoa and the other 
at KoniskoB, and then united. The 
Greek report ia that the Turks lost 7,000 
killed and wounded at Revenia, but this 
ealimate is probably excessive. 

Atiik.ns, April 10. — M. Skouzea, the 
Greek minister of foreign affairs, haa 
sent a reply to the note which Assim 
Bey. the retiring Turkish minister, 
handed to him announcing that in con- 
eeeiuence of the aggressive attitude of 
Greece diplomatic relations between the 
King of tho Hellene's and the Sultan 
of Turkey, and their respective 
governments were broken oJf. M. 
Skouzea, in his answer to the note, 
says: " In wishing to make Greece re- 
sponsible for the rupture of the diplo- 
matic relations, the imperial govern- 
ment appeara to lose eight of the 
fact that Greece, far from nro- 
coeding to acts of hostility against 
Turkey, has bad to sufi'ur durinsr

In the face of these facte, showing there ia 
little, ioundalion for the iissertion ol the 
Bubliiiu-. Porte to the effect that tircece 
commiltL-d nets of hostility, the rospoii- 
aibility for ilic cimscquences can in no 
way rest with tho King's goverument."

ALL GREECE'S FAULT. 

But Turkey If She Wins May Not Gather 
the Fruits of Victory. 

IxiNiioN, April 19. — The Times in .an 
editorial on the war between Turkey and 
Greece dwells upon the provocation Tur- 
key has received by Greece invading 
Crete and remaining there, and then in- 
vading Macedonia. The paper aska: 
"What other power in Europe com- 
miinding a fine army would have carried 
ita patience eo far as Turkey has done? " 
It adds. "Of couroe tliero are special 
reasons why ahe has been slow to re- 
spond to the {irovocation. Turkey ia 
w(dl aware that in no case will she bo 
allowed to gather the fruita of victory 
over a Christian jieople. Tiie statement 
in her circular to tho powers declaring 
that she had no idea of conquest, and ex- 
pressing her willingness to withdraw her 
troops if Greece withdraws hers from 
the frontier and from Crete was wise, 
but it was also a somewhat auperiluous 
display of moderation. She prudently 
renounces what she Knows she will not 
be permitted to have." Discussing the 
reports of the fighting, tho Times says 
that if the Turku get undiaputed posaese- 
ion Milouna, the piaina of Theaai'.la, 
will open to them. It conchulea: 
" Whatever tho fortunea of tho cam- 
paign, it must be the general wish that 
It will bo abort and decisive. It would 
be idle to deny that a continued atruggle 
wonlti not bo a menace to ICuropean 
peace. It ia imposaiblo to credit the 
rpmor from Athens that Itussia aud 
Qermaoy incitednthei Porte td-'hoBtility . ' '

T Tin: EniTou: — Concerning the con- 
voreion of pagan feativale to Christian 
holidays, tradition states that in the 
early days a miBsionary desired to do 
away vritli the potlanh jollity. Retried, 
using the usual Christian arguments to 
woan thom from their custoin, but the 
Indiana, pactically christianized, replied 
that the Christiana bad tlieir season of 
jollity and they did not see why tliey 
should not have theirB, the one being in 
their opinion as good as the other. Not 
prevailinc, tlie missionary on the morn 
of the day of tlie ))otlach went to the 
"lodge," uainij; all his eloquejnce; the 
Indians listened, but refused to be con 
vinced to change, so the missionary 
kneelinc down said now let us pray 
.Some fallowed suite, but the pothich 
went on, all taking a part therein — this 
attempt at the uonvereion of the feast 
into a sacred day proved a failure.

To THE Editor :— Indians have said 
that a potlach means that a chief, in or- 
der to. keep up his dii^nity and return 
hospitality, lieapa up riches for this oc- 
casion, lie invites, on a day lixed, 
neighboring friendly tribes, generally 
allies, in order to keep alliances or make 
additional ones, for defense or offense, 
or amity, and for this purpose gives a 
feast and makes i)resenta, in fact so nu 
merous that lie himself becomes beggar 
ed. Other chiefs have done tiie same to 
him and hia tribe, so it is merely 
an exchange of courtesy and property. 
The guests usually arrive a day or Uvo 
eailier— they, in their canoes, advance 
in proper order and array, sineine: some 
tune in time of Jibe paddles. The spokeS' 
man of the chief on land welcomes them 
v/ith an oration and then provides tliem 
with a place to encamp. All are treated 
in the same manner on arriving. Swans- 
down, the sign of peace, is distributed 
On the days of the potlach, there ii 
plenty of the best and most dainty pro 
vender — music, dancing and "other 
afnusement. The people are most po 
lite and friendly together, and care is 
taken that order be kept. Spirituous 
liquors are not on the card. Speaking 
generally thevisitorsgo peaceably a way- 
alliances have been renewed and friend 
ship sworn to. In all these things there 
is much that resembles the customs of 
civilized countries— The meeting of mon 
archa — the presents— the grand displays 
attendants thereon — The pomps and 
vanities of this wicked world and the 
glorification of the cliiefa. TJie intent- 
ion no doubt iulsouie instances of potlaclis 
has fallen from ita original signihcation, 
owing to the Indians having become de- 
based througfi contact with civilized ! ! I 
lucn and introduced their vices, but for 
nil this, it will be well in the interests of 
peace for the government to deal gently 
with the Indiana, and ratlier give them 
a potlach of amity than by forcibly sup- 
proBsing {what to the Indians is the test 
of friendship, convert it into animosity 
against their trustees. 

To TJIE I^DiToii : — How lonz are Vic- 
tofiiins going to put up with the scandal- 
ously uncertain telegraph service sup- 
plied by the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Uonipany's telegraph? Hardly a week 
pasBes that the answer " wires down " 
is not received at the telegraph otlice 
when a message is brought there for die- 
patch, 1 do not know whether the wires 
are bung on broomsticks or strung from 
tree to tree, but there is something radi- 
cally wrong with the system, the regular- 
ity of the service is utterly inadequate 
for a city of Victoria's commercial im- 
portance, and no other city in Canada 
would have tolerated the service supplied 
for the past few years. I should like the 
local superintendent to inform the juib- 
lic how often communication has i)een 
interrupted since the beginning of 181)7. 

The board of trade some time ago, I 
nnderstaud, made representations to tlie 
company , and the matter was proujised 
attention, but there apparently iten^ed, 
and no doubt any service is considered 
good enough for the easy going Victorians 
whose protests, I am sorry to say, are 
generally of the most feeble and half 
hearted kind. If Victoria were the 
terminus of the railway company, an 
eliicienl service would have to l)u iiiali- 
tiited ill order !,o operate the roiui, but 
unfortunately in the eyes of the coui- 
pany, apparently it only liap])ens to lie a 
i-ort of jumping oil' place. The telegraph 
in these days lorms such an important 
[actor in business transactious that cou- 
Hiderable \o^s and much inconvenience 
are caused to' the trade of Vic- 
lijria through the present service. 
I am informed that the Ad- 
miral, at present m charge of the 
Heet, stated, among other advantages 
which Vancouver posaessed for the 
ilagship to lie there, that he would 
be at the end of the wire in close touch 
with the Admiralty, as the service to 
Victoria could not bo ilepeiideil uprin 
and might collapse at some ci itical time. 
In Vancouver there is also the alterna- 
tive line via Seattle. 

Now, Sir, it seeiiis to me that if th 
board of trade, which is cumpo.sed of the 
pHncipal men of the city, were to d 
maiid of the company that a thoroughly 
efficient service be eupplied ami show 
the company that they really ment 
business and would not be satisfied witli 
diplomatic answers, the line would very 
Boon be put in proper working order. 
The board could lot the company under- 
stand that while unfortiinaleiy we liav(! 
not an aUernative tclegraphii: systeiii 
wo do have alternative railway routes. 

Victorians liave tlioniselveH much to 
blame for the miserable service supplied 
—if a tenant puts up and appears con- 
tent with the miserable accommodiUioii 
provided, his landlord will not be in any 
liaste to expend iiioncy un repairs. The 
city papers are indifteront to the state 
of afl'airs, and from time to time are 
content to chronicle the fact that owing 
to the wires being down they are unable 
to furnish their readers witli the usual 
telegraphic news. Surely this question 
is of much importance to the paperf, 
and I am Hiirjirised that you and your 
contemporarii!H, as well as the board of 
trade, do not agitato the matter and in- 



eist that Victoria be provided with a 
reliable telegraphic service.

HE BEGGED FOR POISON. 

In Horrible Agony the Grand Duke Asked 
his Physicians to Kill Him. 

LoNDo.v, April 17. — The strange death 
of the Grand Duke of Mecklenburg 
Schwerin at Cannes on Saturday last 
has caused great discusBion. Heir 
Langfeld was sent to Cannes by the 
minister of justice of Mecklenburg with 
instructions to inquire into the circum- 
stances. He reports there is no doubt the 
Grand Duke's death was duo to an acci- 
dent in falling over the parapet of a 
bridge in the grounds of his residence at 
Cannes, According to personal reports 
made to the Emperor by Baron von 
Ivapper, of the Grand Duke's suite, the 
Grand Duke sulTeifed horribly duriuR the 
last hour of his life from the fracture of 
the spine resulting from his ' fall. He 
begged his physicians to relieve bis mis- 
ery by administering cjuick poison to 
him. His Majesty was greatly shocked, 
and ordered that the worst details bo 
withheld from the newspapers.

White Cloud Has a Big Body of Ore at Only 
Six Feet Depth. 

News has been received from Sheep 
oreek, a tributary of Salmon river, of a 
very line showing of ore on the White 
Cloud, one of four claims in the Salmo 
Consolidated group. A Rossland eom- 
])any ha.H recently been organized to 
develop these claims and work has just 
started. A shaft was begun on a ledge 
which showed a streak ot four inches of 
galena on the surface. This has widened 
to 26 inches at a depth of only six feet. 
The assays of the surface ore showed a 
total value of ^13, and an assay made 
from ore taken from the bottom of the 
shaft gave a total of .$35. There has, 
therefore, been a rapid improvement in 
both character and quantity of the ore. 
It is tho jiurpose of ,T. M. Campbell, the 
superintendent, to continue sinking to 
the 100-foot level and then go further 
down the hill and run in a crosscut tun- 
nel. The ledge runs through all four 
claims in the group, and is a very strong 
one. Jt is in granite, but the granite 
itself is in the form of a dyke several 
hundred feet wide with lime on one side 
and slate on the other. One of the 
directors of the Salmo Consolidated is 
C. O. Lalonde, its president is V. P. 
Wiesenthal, and the secretary and treas- 
urer is Charles Dempster. — liossland 
Miner.

Tariff Waits aud Business Paralyzed 
to Suit the Exigencies of 
the Party. 



Ottawa, April 12.— (Special)— The 
Eaater recess ia upon us, and by the time 
parliament resuinoa its work nftor ttie 
holidays, nearly a month will have 
elapaed with nothiuf; done. Deny it as 

they may, the government cannot escape I favora'Tho* wiike paaa route as the "best 
from the force of the opposition's charge, one for reachinf; the Yukon river, and it 
thatthe tariff is being purposely delayed is thia route which tlio Duke of Teek'a 



could be trusted, neople would not be 
inclined to place any credence upon his 
reports of the extraordinary finds of al- 
luvial gold, lint there seema no doubt 
about it, and it is evident from the fact 
that the mounted police, whose term of 
service has expired, will not re-enli^t, 
but are an.xiouu to go in for placer min- 
ing, that there are preat possibilities in 
store for the Canailian Yukon. Inspec- 
tor Scarth, who takes up a detachment 
of police from liegina this week to till 
the places of the time-expired men, baa 
been instruated to enter the couBtry 
by the Chilkoot route. The men will 
have a pretty rough time of it reaching 
the head waters of the Yukon, but ae 
only picked men are going they will be 
able to get through just aa well as the 
scores of miners and adventurers who 
have preceded them. The adoption of 
the Ohilkoot route is more, of an experi- 
ment than anything else. As I have al- 
ready telegraphed you, William Ogilvie 



to help the Nova Scotfa elections. This 
has been a great government of promiaea, 
but so far they have not been lived up 
to. Ministers, with impunity, actdia- 
I metrically opposite to the views which 
they have expressed for years. They 
have ridden rough shod over all the 
traditions of the party ; they have super- 
annuated old and young in the civil ser- 
vice in order to make room for political 
friends; they have violated every prin- 
ciple which it liaa )iloased them" to call 
in the past Liberal. Ami so, lor politi- 
cal oxgiuncy the tarill' luia to wait, and 
the business of tin i'.nnnt,rv coiithuiea to 
be paralyzed aa a result. 'Vour readers 
will rcaddy urasi) the importance to 
Xova Scotia of a reductiun of the coal 
duly. On the other liaiui the uiii}ur jjro- 
vince men are advocating free coal. Mr. 
Mulock haa proiniseil it to the Grand 
Trunk, und that great corporatiuu is 
pressing (or the fulUluient of the prom- 
ise. Three days after the verdict of the 
people of Nova Scotia is civen — the 
country will know its fate reuardiiig the 
tariff— not before. 

But what has become of the boast that 
government busiiiesti would hn brought 
on with a rush ; that all the billa were 
ready and thai there would he no delay 
in preesinu ihuDiV The tjesaion was de- 
layed until iieiuiy tin; end of Mart'li to 
enable the ininistera to coiiclude tlieir 
arrangements before iiieetini; parliament, 
and a few days before parliament opened 
Mr. IXiviea promised the tariff in u 
week. 

Without doubt the chief incident of 
the post week has been the tilt between 
young -Mr. Mclnnea and the Toronto 
Globe. Mr. Mclnnes does not come out 
second best from the encounter. He 
was by no means choice in the lanu'uaiie 
which he applied to the liberal orK'un ; 
the boy orator can say some pretty tough 
things at times. When he said that the 
Globe was " truckling to monopoly," 
that its attituile has been characterized 
by "cant and deception" that it had 
"dealt in a profusion of ar;:ninent in- 
genius at times, but invariably unprin- 
cipled," he saici [r.luii wliijh was calcu- 
lated to raise the bile of tht; grit organ, 
and he did it. And here comes the mys- 
terious part of the (i lobe's action. That 
great oryan of public opinion has set it- 
self up as tlie Mentor of the news- 
paper press in Canada. It has 
placed itself upon the topmost 
pinoade of j iurnalietic eminence : it has 
thought to inculcate a new religion of 
journaliani in Canada. i'"or aoine years 
it has been a subject of general coin- 
inent in Kdalern Canada aa to the iair- 
nesa with which the Globe's news 
eoUimna baa been conducted and the 
iiiodera'o tone of its editorial policy. 
Tlie tilobe has been enterprising; it has 
never failed to grasp occasion by the 
hand, and in seekiin; to benefit Canada 
writing up the resou.-cea of the country, 
at the same time, haa benelitted the 
Globe. But. alas, the Globe, after all, 
has now proved iteelf just as touchy as a 
fifth-rate backwoods newspaper. Mr. 
Mclnnes deftly pricked the bladder, and 
the result wasastreamof invective which 
haa hurt the Globe more than it has in- 
jured Mr. ^^clnnes. A great atateaman 
once said that for a younc man jii.st en- 
terin;^ public life and looking to politics 
as hia future career, there was nothing 
better than to be talked about. If this 
lie accepted aa a political , axiom , Mr. 
Mclnnes (ills the bill. There is no man 
more talked about in the Kastern news- 
papers juat now than he. lJut if he ia 
to pose aa a man of moderation, Mr. Mc- 
lnnes will have to be a little less 
exuberant in the nee of ligurea. The 
facility with which he handled billions 



syndicate proposes to develop. They 
have secured a good landing at the heaii 
of the Lynn canal and'they propose to 
build a cog wheel railway, operated by 
electricity, over the pass.

t)iie ol the abliist men in the present 
ministry is Mr. Blair, the New Bruns- 
wick representative. It is not often that 
he id caught tripping either in the house 
or committee. Mr. Blair has made a 
change regarding the calling for tenders 
for pnblic works which will probably get 
him into trouble with parliament. Xo 
doubt, ill the past, the government haa 
had difliculty with men of small means 
tendering for big 

bj' men tendering too low. Several cases 
in point occur to me, aa, for instance, in 
connection witli tlie Cape llreton rail- 
way, when one of the contracts had to be 
taken from the contractors and com- 
pleted by the government. There are 
also cases on the St. Lawrence, notably 
in connection with the Soulanges canal 
contracts, where a number of sections 
had to be taken from Mr. George Good- 
win, who found that he could not carry 
out the work and secure a fair margin ot 
proQt at the prices he had put in. Mr. 
Blair hopes to overcome dillicultiea of 
this kind by increasing the amount of 
the deposit with the government as a 
guarantee for the successful carrying out 
of the uublic contracts, i-'or instance,

AN VNJUSTIFIARLE 

PROCEEDING. 

An advertisement is printed in the 
Times of this city, signed by the secre- 
tary of the Department of the Interior, 
:i3kiuK for temlera for the exclusive right 
to dredge for ^old in ore hundred con- 
Beeutive miles of the .Stewart river, a 
tributary of the Yukon. The lease will 
be subject to certain conditions, which, 
however, are not specified in the adver- 
tisement and can only be obtained on 
application to the department at Ottawa. 
The last date at which tenders will be re- 
ceived is May li. The advertisement is 
dated March 31 at. There is eometliing 
lieie which calls for explanation, and, 
we think, for eerioua protest. The Yukon 
region is as yet very little known, and to 
lease one of its moat, important tribu- 
taries in the manner suggested by the 
advertiseiment looks like very bad policy. 

In the first place, consider the notice 
that has been given. One month and three 
days after the date of the advertise- 
ment the government will part with the 
exclusive right to dredge for gold in a 
very important river fully five thousand 
miles distant from Ottawa. The men 
who know moat about the Stewart river, 
that is those who are in the Yakon 
country, will never have heard of the in- 
tention of the government to grant the 
lease until months after the i)apers have 
been signed, and yet, we submit, that 
the men who have gone into the Yukon 
valley and brought its great resources to 
light ought to have been offered the pri- 
vilege of competing for the lease of this 
river, if one is to be granted. 

But if it be said that the Yukon is too 
far away for the government to wait un- 
til the miners on the ground are notified 
oi the decision to lease tho river, 
what snail be said about the short- 
ness of the notice to people ou this Coast, 
who naturally would be supposed to 
have some interest in a transaction of 
this kind and be anxious to compete? 
The notice appears in the Victoria Times 
of April 16th. To send to Ottawa and 
get back a copy of the conditioiiH upon 
v,-hicb tho leaKo i.^ to he granleii would 
take, at a moderate calculation, twelve 
days,, supposing the mail was not de- 
layed either way and the rejily came 
immediately. This would bring the 
time when a Victoria person would learn 
of the intention of the government to 
lease this river and the terms upon 
which it could be leaned up to April L'Tlh. 
He could not |)OHsibly get his bid oil' to 
Ottawa befonl tho niglit of the 2.Slh, 
and tiiere would be no chance of its 
reaching the department by the date 
on which the tendcs are to be opened. 
This is the case of a man who saw the 
first notice and acted on it i)ronipt!3', 
and where no time whatever was lost in 
the transmiasion of the mails and re- 
ceiving a reply from the department. 
But the advertisemeiit is to run every 
other day for six issues. This would 
bring the last publication on April 28. 
Can anything bo more absiini than an 
advertisement in a Victoria j)ai)er on 
April 28 asking for l)iila to be sent to 
Ottawa to be opened on May tho in- 
tending bidder being obliged to send to 
Ottawa for the conditions of the lease? 
The length of the notice and its in- 
definite nature compels the conclusion 
that the advertisement is only intended 
as a cloak for the granting of a conces- 
sion to some in the favor of the govern- 
ment. 

Wo think the idea of leasing the ex- 
clusive right of dredging on a new and 
nlmost untried river for one hundred 
miles to any single individual 



very qyieptionable policy.., If .the 

river had been exploited by individual 
miners , with claims of the usual 
size and had been abandoned, there 
might be some point in leasing one hun- 
dred miles of the water course; but this 
ia not the case, although even if it were 
it would be hard to justify such an enor- 
mous concession. In this province a 
few leases of this nature have been given 
on abandoned streams, but never for 
more than a few miles. 

We have a further objection to make 
and that is that it will be a grave error 
on the part of the Federal authorities to 
handicap gold mining in Yukon by 
granting extensive leases. It may he 
owing to the remoteness of the aurifer- 
ous region from the great avenues of 
travel some special regulations may be 
advantageously applied to mininc there ; 
but if this is to be the case, there is 
no excuse for springing them upon the 
public in this way. If great areas can 
bo leased in the Y'ukon for dredging pur- 
poses, the government ought to give tho 
public notice of that fact, and make tho 
notice long enough to permit anyone to 
apply for what he pleases. But we are 
not prepareil to concede that such a 
policy would be a wise one under any 
circumstances. As the matter now 
stands, it looks as though someone has 
received some private information as to 
the value of Stewart River and has 
])ulied a te\i- strings to get a lea.so rail- 
roaded tlirougli before the inihlic would 
have time to protest. We hope the 
British Columbia nicmbcrH will take 
this matter up. We protest, 

lf)t. Such leases ought not to be grant- 
ed at all ; except on abandoned streams, 
and then for smaller areas. 

2nil. Tliat if it is tho jjolicy of the gov- 
ernment to grant such leases that fact 
auil the condition of tho leases should bo 
made known loijg in advance of tho 
granting of the leases. 

:)rd. The notice in the present case is 
practically no notice at all, except to 
those persons who knew beforehand that 
the river was to be leased. 

In the interest of the i)roper develop- 
ment of the Yukon we hope to see the 
attention of parliament drawn to this 
matter and the order of the department 
countermanded. 



mile. It is utter nonsense to suggest 
that the O.P.K. will build a line from 
Hope to English Bluff, and if it did not 
it could not get a dollar of the subsidy. 
So this nightmare of our, C(>n^mporary 
vanishes into thin air. !There ia'not the 
ghost of a probability^' that thie G.P.E. 
will ever' build a road froffi English 
Blufl' to Penticton, which avenue to the 
interior will be open to any company 
choosing to utilize it. Tho government, 
therefore, has done all it could possibly 
do to keep the Province from being at 
the mercy of a railway monopoly, except 
to undertake the construction of rail- 
ways itself, a policy which our contem- 
porary does not appear to favor, and 
which is beyond tho present means of 
tho Province. 

As for the C.P.E., it reaches across 
the Province like another seaboard. It 
must have a tremendous inflnence upon 
the development of about 76,000 square 
miles of the mainland. There is no got 
ting away from that. If that corpora 
tion determines to control the traflic of 
Southern British Columbia, there is no- 
thing that can be done to prevent it ex- 
cepting by the parliament of Canada. 



THE rXREASOXABLE " Tl.)[ES." 

The Times agrees with the Coi.oNii^T 
that it is undesirable to permit the Can- 
adian Pacific to become the arbiter of 
the future of Central British Columbia, 
yet, strange to say, it did not think of 
saying so until we had pointed out that 
this would be the etl'ect of Mr. Smith's 
motion if it had carried. If our contem- 
porary will take a map ot the Province 
and study it carefully it can hardly fail 
to be convinced that the keynote of 
British Columbia's development, except 
in the immediate territory of the C.P.K., 
is the construction of a new line from 
tho Coast to the Interior, north of the 
great transcontinental lino. The gov- 
ernment has done all that it feels able to 
do to bring about the construction of 
such a line, and we believe their 
plan will be crowned with succesa. 

Our con tern porary asks what there is to 
prevent the CP. R. from constructing 
the road from Penticton to Boundary, 
Xothiug that we know of except that 
some one else may offer to do so on bet- 
ter terms. There is nothing to prevent 
the O.P.K. Irom buying the Columbia l<c 
Western charter, nothing to [irevont it 
from buying any charter that the Van- 
couver-Victoria & Eastern may get. The 
government could not undertake to pass 
any law that will prevent the C.P.R. 
from controlling every line ?f iailway 
now built or hereafter to be built in tliis 
Province. Tliero is no way in which 
any oriioratioii, that ia liiiaiicially 
strong enough can be prevented 
from acquiring every railway, not 
only in British Columbia but in 
Canada, and no matter what legisla- 
tion may be enacteil anywhere, as lone 
as the stock of a railway is open to pur- 
chase by anyone, anyone, if be has 
money enough, may buy all the railways. 

gcjvcrnineiit has done, hcjwever, 
all it could do. It has sought to aid in 
the construction of two roads to the 
interioi" that will be independent of the 
C. P. Ji., and of each other. There has 
been a great demand for a line from the 
coast to tho Kootenay, and tho govern- 
ment has respondeil by olforing fl.OOO 
snlisidy jier mile for a line for a greater 
part of the (lislauce, and wo are told that 
a company stands ready to tinance the 
project through with such additional aid 
as 'it will get from the Dominion. VVe 
have always understood the Times to be 
a warm advocate of this company's 
I)laiia. Now, however, it discovers that 
anything which may bo done for this 
road is just so much more for tho C. P. 
K. Why then tho clamor for tho road? 
Why tho public meetiqga? Why the at- 
tacks upon the government for not in 
the first bill subsidizing the line from 
Chilliwack to Penticton? What has all 
tho talk of the last few months meant, if 
all that has been asked and been done is 
to redound to the advantage of the 
C. P. R? 

But there is a hole in our contemi)or- 
ary'd argument. The subsidy from tho 
Coast to Penticton is for a line starting 
at English Bluff and extending by way 
of Chilliwack to Penticton. The C.P.R. 
would have to build all this line 1o got a 
dollar of tho subsidy, and the man must 
be absurd who will suppose that the 
coiupauf to bo willing to build aline 
parallel for a hundred miles with its own 
road for the sake of getting fl.UUO a 



MR. S\VORD\S PROPOSITION. 

Mr. Sword's projiosition, that the pro 
vincial government should put the .t4,000 
per mile provided in the subsidy bill, 
$8,000 per mile to be got from the Do- 
minion government, and such other nec- 
essary amount as could be borrowed on 
tho Penticton-Boundary railway, into 
that road and construct it as a public 
work was, with all deference to tho mem- 
ber from Dewdney, about the 
wildest proposition ever submit- 
ted to a legislative Bseembly, 
It was very earnestly and almost hotly 
backed up by Mr. Cotton, who in- 
dignantly resented the statement of the 
Hon. Mr. Pooley that it was not a busi- 
ness jjropositiou. The proposition was a 
preposterous one, because in the first 
place it is predicated upon the sujipo- 
sition that the Dominion government 
would put two dollars into the road for 
every dollar put in by the local govern- 
ment, and yet permit tb^ latter to own 
the line. It was a preposterous one be- 
cause it assumed that bonds could be 
issued on a railway built under these 
circumstances without somebody being 
bound for the principal and interest. 
When a railway company borrows 
money on its bonds, it borrows on a 
mortgage on the road. The company ia 
the debtor and gives the road as security. 
A piece of railway cannot give a. bond. 
Something which the law recognizes as 
capable of acting nuiat sign the 
bond. I'nder Mr. Sword's plan 
tho government would have to go into 
the market and borrow the money to 
build the line.' It would have to bo bor- 
rowed on government bonds, and though 
those bonds might be secured upon the 
road, no financier would buy them if the 
government showed so little faith in the 
railway as to insist that tho lenders of 
the mi>ney should look to the road only 
for their security. The proposition was 
a preposterous one, because it it had car- 
ried it would have indefinitely delayed 
the construction of what everyone ad- 
mits is a most important line of railway.

An experience in the lifetime of but 

few was' reported by jiassengers and otli- 
cers of the Pacili-c Coast steamship City 
of Puebla on lier arrival from California 
on Sunday morning. When a little more 
than half way on the voyage, steaming 
along at a rate no oiJier coasting vessel 
can approach, the vessel suddenly ap- 
peared to be running into that little 
dark spot on the horizon which mariners 
Hometimea look forwards with expec- 
tations of fear. I'to sooner had the spot 
presented itself, however, than a flock of 
lully live hundred little birds of the most 
varied and handsome pluniago alighted 
on deck, .'■.onie falling dead apparently 
from mere exIiauHtion, while others ap- 
peared to be irresistibly attracted by 
flowers wtiich several passengers carried 
as button-hole bouquets and were very 
easily caught. The little wiqged visitors 
were with few exceptions humming- 
birds, and some remarkable stories are 
told of their appearance aboard. In such 
a clouil did the bir<i9 come that the sec- 
ond ollicer of the ship is credited with 
having caught one in his mouth while 
standing in aina>;euient watching the 
wonderful flock ef tho birils. 
That these stories are not altogether 
fiction was shown just after the ship 
arrived, when biids both dead and alive 
were taken ashore. < )no James bay resi- 
dent took home with liim seren or eight 
of them and guve tliem their liberty. 
Others aboat town also had a number of 
the birds. Uow the little humming 
birds came to be met so far out at sea, 
(for the course of the Frisco boat is at 
the least 120 or :!0 miles distant from the 
the land), and iu so great numbers, can 
harilly be explained[unless as the ofTiccrs 
of the ship say that ihey were caught by 
a wind when coming north and carried 
seaward. Ln still another rcsiiect was 
the Puobla's trij) eventful. It was the 
lirst she luul made north since buiiig 
overhauled, and it (■iime near lising a 
record passage. Siie was only Jl.') min- 
utes slnjrt of it off the c;v|)e, but in com- 
ing up the straits a strong ebb-tide was 
eni!Ountered which doubled that time 
between the last aud record voyage. Her 
freight for Victoria amounted to nearly 
LOO tons.

Third Senslon of the Seventh Farliairent. 

.* FORTY-SEVENTH DAY, 

Mo.N-DAY, April 19, 1S07. 

The speaker took the chair at 2 p.m.' 

Prayers were read by the Kev. PercA- 
Val Je'nna. 

The private bills committee preaented 
a report which stated that the pream- 
ble had been proven in the case of the 
Cascade, Water, Power, and Light Co., 
and recommencing that the privilege ac- 
corded to companiea under the Water 
Glausm OonsoiidatioD Act be extended 
thereto. The reporb w&s adopted . 

A petition from Fort Steele was read 
in favor of the construction of Grows 
Nest Puss Ruilway. 

The petition was received and ordered 
to bo jirinted. . 

The following bills were read a first 
time : 

A bill to amend the " Provincial Land 
Surveyors Act, 180L," and the .*' Provin- 
cial Land Surveyors Amendment Act, 
181)2"— Mr. Helmckeu. 

A bill to amend the "Revenue Tax 
Act" — Hon Mr. Tarner. 

A bill " to prevent the spreading of 
Noxious Weeds "—Hon. Mr. Turner. 

A bill to amend the " Horticultural 
Board Act, 1894 "—Hon. Mr. Turner. 

A bill for securing the safety and good 
health of workmen engaged in or al3out 
the metalliferous mines in the province 
of British Columbia by the iijipnintmpiit 
of an Inspector of Metalliferoua Mmes— 
Jiou. Mr. Baker. 

A bill to amend the "Mineral Act, 
ISHG "—Mr. Smith. 

Mr. Helmckeu luovod, Becoiuled by 
Jlr. Rithet, " That aii humble addretja 
be presented by this house to 11 is Honor 
the Jjieutenant-Governor, praying him 
to move the Dominion government that 
while this house is of the opinion the 
Dominion t;overnnient is fully impressed 
with the strong claims of this province 
entitling this province to rejiresentatiou 
in the cabinet ot the i^overnmeiit of the 
Dominion of Canada, tliis houao ies})ect- 
iuliy submits that eflect should be ),'iveii 
to such ri'presentiUioii by the Dominion 
government by the appointmont of some 
representative from tliis i)roviuce at an 
early date." 

Mr. Helmcken in ei)eaking to the mo- 
tion aaid he tliought the time had come 
, when tbcNprovinue should be given the 
representation in the cabinet it was en- 
titled to. He thought the province 
should be represented in the Dominion 
ministry not as a matter of grace, but as 
a matter of right. 

Mr. Semlin did not think this was a 
move in tlie rij;ht direction. Tlie jirov 
iiico Hhould not interfere with the mat 
ter of ministerial representation at Ul 
tiiwa. Tlie leader of the government, 
whether Conservative or Liberal, tliere 
should liave a free hand in choosing his 
ministers. He did not think there was 
a British Columbia member competent 
for a position in the cabinet. 

Mr. Kennedy did not think the bouse 
should interfere in any shape or form in 
this matter. In tbe past the subject had 
placed the province in a very ridiculous 
position. 

Mr. Kellie supported the resolution. 
We had not fair representation at Otta- 
wa noiv, and it was necessary that this 
should be changed. The province had 
as good and clever representatives as any 
other province. 

.Mr. Sword couhl not support the reso- 
lution. He said the Dominion irovern- 
ment could; very probably and justifia- 
bly, tell the province to mind us own 
business. 

Major Mutter agreed that this was 
scarcely a resolution that should be pass- 
ed by the bouse. The provincial legisla- 
ture should keep out ot Dominion poli- 
tics. 

Mr. Helmcken in closing the debate, 
thought the ground ho placed tliia reso- 
lution in was much broader than tfie 
ground taken by the leader of the op- 
position. The view he took agreed with 
that 01 Senator Mclnnes, that it was of 
great importance to Britiali Columbia 
that we alioulil have a man in the cab- 
inet conversant with British Columbia 
all'airs. He took exception to Mr. Sem- 
liri's statement, that there were no men 
representing the province at Ottawa to 
whom such a position could be given. 
Our membera were as bright as any ol 
the men there. 

The resolution was defeated by 11 
votes to 12 on the following division . 

Ayes — Turner, Kberte, Martin, Rithet. 
Helmcken, Kellie, AdaniB, Brydi'ii, 
Hume, Rogers, Braden, Mcdregor — 12. 

Nays — -I'ooley, Kennedy, Macpherson, 
Kidd, Swonl, Williams., Hemlio, Cotton, 
(irahi'.iii. Mutter, Smith, Htoddart, 
if unter, Irving — 14. 

Mr. Sword moved, seconded by Mr. 
Hume, "That in requiring a declar- 
ation from the surveyor who has sur- 
veyed land for an intending purchaser, 
whether any of such land was likely to 
be required for a townsite or fishing 
station, tbe legislature intended that 
the attention of the land office should 
be called to the nature of the land ap- 
plied for, and lli.U it should not he 
treated as ordinary lan<l held open to 
purchase." The mover asked that the 
debate be adjourned without making a 
speech. 
This was agreed to. 

On the motion to go into committee of 
the whole on the loan bill 

Mr. Smith moved that it he an in- 
struction to the committee to consider 
the following amendment to sub-section 
(b) of section 8T To strike out all the 
words after tbe word "from" in line 
one aad insert tbe words " Ashcroft to 
Quesnelle, approximately one hundred 
and ninety-five miles." 

Mr. Smith said that as he understood 
it it was the government's intention to 
promote the best and cheaiiest road to 
Cariboo, and lie believeti that a line 
starting from Ashcroft would be much 
more convenient than one from Bute 
Inlet. 

Mr. Ssv'ord thought the object of the 
amendment was to secure what the 
government retjuired — the beat com- 
niuuicatiou with Cariboo in the earliest 
possibly timo. The motion was defeated 
bv 18 to 11. Mr. Scoddart voting with 
Mr. Smith, but Mr. Kellie with the 
government, as will be seen from the 
following decision :

Mr. Speaker remarked that tbemotion 
being defeated a similar one could not bo 
movod io committee.

matter. • / . 

Mr. R^;t^et— I do not know that I am 
going to. get anything. • 
Tho house then went into committee 
on -the loan bill, Mr. Stoddart in the 
L'xiRir. 

On clause 2 Hon. ]\[r. Turner moved 
an amendment to the ed'ect that no 
money should be borrowed in the matter 
before July 1, 1898. This was necessary 
to keep faith with the money market. 

Mr. Sword moved as an amendment 
to the amendment that no money should 
be borrow until July 1, 1899. 

Mr. Sff.ord's amendment was defeated 
and the Premier's was agreed to. The 
clause as amended was then passed. 

Clause 3 to 7 were agreed to and on 
clause 8 coming up which provides $4,- 
000 per mile to the different lines, 

Mr. Graham moved an amendment to 
subsection (.a), which refers to the 100 
miles from Penticton to Boundary, as 
follows: " Provided that no person, firm 
or company shall be entitled to a subsidy 
for the construction of the aforesaid line 
of railway exceiit on condiliuiis that the 
company ai)plying iui .=diU6 shall enter 
into an agreement ; first, to begin and 
carry on the conetructiou from Pontic- 
ton; second, bona lide and continuous 
construction shall be commenced and 
carried on within months from the 
time of the passage of the act." 

Hon. Mr. Turner said the amendment 
if carried would kill tbe proposed lino; 
far better leave the government to secure 
the best terms for construction (hear, 
bear.) 

Replying later to Mr. Sword. Hon. Mr. 
Turner einphatically asserted that there 
was not tlie slightest arrangement with 
Mr. Heiiize. The object of this bill was 
to L'el tlie line built as soon as possible 
It. was admitted on all sides that this 
was one of the most ininorlant lines that 
were needed. There had been no nropo- 
sitioti whatever from the Columbia and 
\Ve.«tern. 

After some further discussion, ilr. 
Uraham altered his amendment so aa to 
make construction commence wjtliin If 
months. 

Hon, Premier Turner accepted the 
alteration, and the amendment was 
agreed to. 

Mr. Sword moved the following 
amendment: To add the sub section 
(a) " such railway, subject to thelloating 
of bonds to an amount Rutlicient to con 
struct the said railway over and above 
the subsidy liere granted, with such fur- 
ther subsidy as may be contributed by 
the Dominion, to be built by the Gov- 
ernment as a public work." 

Mr. Cotton argued that the govern 
ineiitBliould befl,000 permile totheline, 
get .'f8,0U0 from the Dominion govern 
nienl, and then go into the jiublic mar- 
ket and sell debentures for the balance 
required, but the government should not 
guarantee such debentures. 

Hon. Premier Turner said that would 
be unfair to tbe public in the case of 
such a line not being able to pay the de- 
bentures. It would be a disgrace to the 
province should th.e latter turn out to be 
the case as the bonds were sold under 
U'ovoriiment intluenco and the failure to 
pay the bonila would ruin us in tli 
iSoney market. The government di 
not intend to go into the building of 
railways, as that was too big a job for 
the province at the present time. 
After some further debate, 
Mr. Cotton said he was forced to the 
conclusion that the government had an 
arrangement with Mr. Ueiuze to con 
struct the line. 

Hon. Col. Baker said once more that 
he bad given a distinct assertion to the 
committee that no arrangement had been 
made with that gentleman. 

Mr. Sword's amendment was defeated 
by 15 votes to 11, and the sub-section 
was passed. 

Mr. .Sword moved to strike out sub 
section (b), which provides for ^4,000 per 
mile being paid to a railway from Bute 
Inlet to Quesnelle, approximately two 
hundred and thirty miles. 

Mr. liithet was aurfirisei! at a remark 
made by Mr. Sword that the jieople of 
N'ictoria liad beini driven into tliinkiiig 
that the British I'acilic was uracticahh 
This sclieme had been pur.sued with 
much earnestness. Tbe promoters had 
gone to much trouble and to some ex- 
pense", who had worked on tiie proposi- 
tion in every way they knew liow in 
or^ler to secure the earryinu out ol the 
project at the earlieat ijossible moment. 
It would be something to the credit of 
the lion, member for Dewdney (.Mr. 
Sword) if he would do something for 
his country and not try to 
Ijurke all the enterprises brought 
ff)rward to develop the i)rovin<'e. 
Were this line from Bute inlet to (..lues- 
nelle put throu^xh we would seetui era of 
prosjierity which we were not likely to 
experi(uce wii|i<jut that. There wan 
now, lie was ^la;l to say, sonic hopi' of 
getting the money for llic line, if evcrv- 
tliing lunied out as tln-\' Imiird. Ii it 
came to a q iieslion of hi.-j builcliiii: the 
road or some one else doing hO, he was 
perfectly satislied to step aside if that 
anybody eUe would build the road at 
once and 1)11 the same tcniiH. His great 
iiopi^ was to see the road Iniilt. 

.Mr. Sword aci'fpli'd the statement of 
the hon. gent li'iiuiii . lull Mill held to the 
opinion tliat from Bute Inlet was not 
the way to build a road int(.i Cariboo. 
The amendment was defeated. 
Mr. WilliaiuH movi'd as an anieiulnient 
to siili-sectioii (b) : I'ut in no case shall 
the subsidy hereinafter authorizeil be 
granted be aiiplied in aid of any iiiid(,'r- 
taking under the charter grautei-1 to the 
British Pacific Railway Company. The 
amendment was defeated and the sub- 
section was passed. 

Hon. Mr. Turner moved that in lieu 
of snb-sectioii (c) insert the following: 
ii:.) I'or a railway from the (;oast, in the 
neighborhood of Knglinli Blull', 'near 
Boinl Roberts, via Ciiilliwack, to I'en- 
ticton, approximately two hundred and 
thirty miles. 

.Mr. Cotton complained that Vancou- 
ver and New Westminster were left out 
in the cold. 

Hon. I\Ir. Turner said the amendment 
was virtually that asked for by the 
deputation from Vancouver and New 
Westminster. It appeared to him that 
the line must connect with these two 
cities. 

Mr. Helmcken asked thtit the name of 
the Vancouver, Victoria and Eastern 
be placed in the sub-section as being the 
company to whom the bonus was to be 
granted. Tliat would help them to get 
lii^lp from the Dominion government. 
Ho moved the adjouriiinent. 

The committee rose and reported pro- 
gress, and asked leave to sit ai;ain. 

Mr. Speaker informed the house that 
he had received a letter . from Mrs. 
Kitchen thanking the members for thoir 
kindness in connectiorf with the death of 
her husband, t.he late member for Chili-' 



Mr. Speaker bas given tbe following 

ruling ^ ^- ' / .3'.U-i .i' ' -r 

A point of order having arisen aa to 
the right of an hon. member to discuss 
the merits of a question upon a motion 
for nn adjournment of a debate, Mr. 
Speaker ruled that the debate must be 
confined to the matter of tho motion for 
the adjournment, and in support of that 
ruling submits the following autborilioa: 
Tliero is no rule in this house bearing 
on tho point, but — rule 110 (Legislative 
Assembly of British Columbia): "In 
all. unprovided cases, tho rules, usages, 
and forme of the House of Commons of 
the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland shall be followed." 

Rule 22 (Imperial House of Commons, 
passed 27th November, 1882): "That 
when a motion is made for the adjourn- 
ment of any debate, or of the house dur- 
ing any debate, or that-tho chairman of 
a committee do report progress or do 
leave the chair, the debate thereupon 
shall be confined to the matter of such 
motion." 

On a motion for tho withdrawal of a 
bill, or for the postponeuiimt of a Btat'e 
of a bill, tho provisions thereof must not 
be discussed, and debate must be strictly 
confined to tho object of> the motion. 
Debate also on a motion for the adjourn- 
ment of the house, or of tho debute, 
must, pursuant to Standing Order No. 
22, be kept to the motive of the iiiotLou." 
May, 10th Ed., p. 300. 

It is not regular to discuss the merits 
of a bill, or other order of the day, upon 
a motion for its postponement. Other- 
wise the merits of a Dili might be de- 
bated not only upon its several sta).;eS| 
but whenever its postponement is pro- 
posed. May, 10th Kd., pp. ;!OI-'_'. 

Bourinot, p. 3r>l, says: — "The rule 
reiiuiring that speeches should he rele- 
vant to tho question under consideration 
has never been applit^l in the Canadian 
houses — nor until recently in tho I'liig- 
lisli parliament — to motions for tbe ad- 
journment of the house or the debate. 
N(^w rules have been very recently 
adopted in the lOnglish Commons to con- 
line debate to the motion for adjourn- 
ment, when it ia madeduringthe discus- 
sion of the matter." 

Tbe wisdom of the rule of tbe Imperial 
parliament Will be understood when I 
point out that in its absence a matter 
might be debated over and over again by 
the same members on motions to ad- 
jcnirn. A lamoiifable instance of what 
may be done in this direction is present- 
ed by a recent debate in the Canatlian 
House of Commons, where on a motion 
to adjourn a debate, the whole question 
was gone over again, and much valuable 
time wasted in a discussion by members 
who, at an earlier stage having spoken 
to tbe main question, claimed and were 
accorded tho privilege of discussing the 
whole matter again. 
Six o'clock was called. 

• After Recess. 

The bouse again went into committee 
at 8 :20 p.m., on tho Loan bill. 

Mr. Helmcken urued on the Premier 
that tho N'ancouver, Victoria I'^aaterii 
should bo named in the bill. 

Hon. Mr. Turner thought it would not 
be advisable at the jirosent time to name 
any comjiany. Uniloubtedly the com- 
pany which had been referred to by the 
hon. gentleman who bad just sat down 
was in such a position that it would very 
likely receive that subsidy. He nnder- 
stood the company was prepared to make 
an advance very soon, and if 
that was so it would bo en- 
titled to vhe very first consideration. 
It was hardly a fact to say that it was 
owing only to the s'.iggestion of the dejiu- 
tation that the change was made in this 
hill. The government had thiw i<lea 
with respect to tho through line, but 
there was a question whether it would 
lurt be advisable to commence as was in- 
dicated in the governmont bill aa first 
brought in so that they might ascertain 
the feasibility of tho route from Hope 
through the mountains. Tbe deputa- 
tion gave them a great deal more in- 
formation of that than they had thought 
there was, and lb was also considered 
that if the government had to have a 
survey made it would cost a great deal 
of money, while under the jiresoiit 
method it would cost the government 
iiotliing. If the company could not hnil 
a suitable route then the line would nut 
no built and there n'oulil be no subsiiiv. 
It was felt, therefore, that it would be 
heat to ofl'er the auljsidy lor the '2'M) 
miles in accordance with the almost uni- 
versal reipiest from tbe province. 

The sub-section as amended was then 
passed, 

Mr. Sword moved as an addition to 
section 8: Any_ money hereby authorixed 
to be granted in aid of any of these lines 
shall be used by the governmont, to- 
gether with any additional grant that 
may be obtained t b rough the Dominiuri 
government, in n uistructiiig such rail- 
ways as L'overnment works, the iiahuice 
rii|iiiied [or such cdiisl ruclion to he <jb- 
taiiied from the sale of lioiids, wit bout 
any g(jveruinent guarantee; iiroviiled, 
however, that should the average cost of 
aiiv railway on examination exceed 
$'.;.'), out) jier mile, tho government shiill 
not be authorized to expend any part of 
the subsidy until lurtherauthorilyis ob 
tallied from the legislature. 

Tho amendment was defeated and the 
clause and other sections were amended 
so as to allow any "person" as well as 
any company to take advantage of the 
act anfl undertake tho construction of 
any railway mentioned. 

Air. Sword moved as an amenilment to 
clause 10, that if any coiiipiuiy with a 
land grant tool; up oik! ol thttse lines 
with a Hubaidy it should give uji that 
land grant for tho portion of tlio line 
subsidized by money. 

The umendmont was defeated and tho 
clause and sub-seclion passed. 

Hon. Mr. Turner moved tbe following 
as a new section : 

11. No person, firm or company shall 
be entitled to a subsidy for the con- 
struction of a line lietween vicinity of 
I'higlisb Blutr aforesaid and Pentictou, 
except on condition that the company 
applying for same shall enter into an 
agreement, with proper assurances eatie- 
factory to tho Lieiitenaiit-Uovernor in 
Council, to construct and operate daily 
between the vicinity of English Bull' 
and Vancouver Island, at the most con- 
venient point, a suitable stei}in ferry for 
tbe transportation of cars, freight and 
passengers. 
The section was passed. 
Hon. Premier Turner moved tho fol- 
lowing as a now clause M : " Any person 
or company receiving the henelit of the 
provisions of this act as to any proposed 
railways and duly executing all ngree- 
Inents on that behalf shall bo and be- 
come thereby entitled and authorized to

He 
avoids Ibis staj^uation of air, ;is he (^all^ 
it, by the application of a inimlier of 
small holes iu that part of tho sail where 
the depression is deepest when it i.s till 
cd. These boles are re-enf(jrced like a 
1 -.itlonhnle, <t} that they will not tear (jut. 

Tn; 1:- made in various weather have 
resulted as follows: With a light wiuil 
bout wi ll ordinary sails made 4 
knots, while tho new sail increased tlie 
sjuHid to ,j '4 knots. In a fresh bree/e the 
respective speeds were 7 aud 8,^4 knots, 
and ill a strong wind thoy were baud 10 
knots an hour. It stands to reason that 
tho doing away with a layer of nir 
which cannot escape pagt the sides of a 
sail must increiiso tho oflficiency of thu 
sailh'.iar. Where the wind fcu'iiicrly 
.stnicl; a ciisbinn uf air which acted liki' 
a spring ojattress, decreasing the actual 
pressure of the wiuil against the canvas, 
this current of air now strikes the sail 
drri'cr an.i of c( iurs(^ has a greater elli- 
ci"ii( y. \'a.-allo lias received innch en- 
cfiurageiuent from practical sailors as 
well as theoretical scieutists. — Phila- 
delphia Record.

NEW BILLS. I 

militiamen to Be Exempt From the Pol] Tax 

Among the new bills introduced in ] 

tho assembly yesterday ia one enacting' 
that tbo revepue tax shall not be col- { 
looted from a clergyman of any denora- j 
illation; or a duly enrolled member of 
tho active militia who iiears a certificate [ 
dated within the current year from the i 
commanding otlicer of his corps that ho 
is duly borne ujion the roll of euch corps. ^ 

Another act provides for the appoint- 
ment of an inspector of metalliferoas 
mines. The inspectur miiat have at least 
seven years practical experience, and 
shall not act as manager or agent or les- 
see for any mining or other corporation 
during the term of his oflice, but shall 
give his whole time and attention to the 
duties of the ofiice to which he haa been 
apiiointed ; ho ahall not make a report 
on any mine or mining property for any 
person or persona intereated in Bucli 
mine or mining property, with intent to 
promote or aid in the sale of other con- 
veyance thereof ; and this oflieer viola- 
ting thia iirovision shall, upon summary 
conviction thereof, forfeit and pav a fine 
of not lets than one hundred dollars nor 
more than one thousand liollara. 

The Miniater of Mines shall instruct 
the inspector to examine and report to 
him the condition of the hoisting ma- 
chinery, engines, boilers, whims, cages, 
cars, buckets, ropea, and cables in uae 
in ail the metalliferoua mines in oper- 
ation in the province of Britiah Colum- 
bia, the appliances uaed for the extin- 
guiahingof Urea, the manner and method 
of working and timbering the shafts, 
drifts, inclines, slopes, winzes, tunnels, 
and upraiaea through which peraona 
pass while engaged in their daily labora, 
all exita from the mine, and how the 
mine is ventilated, together with the 
sanitary condition of tho same, and also 
how and where all explosives and in- 
llam nialile oils and supplies are Btcred, 
alao the ayatem of signals used in the 
niiiiea. The iji-^pector ahall not give 
notice to any owner, agent or lessee of 
the time when such inspection shall be 
made. 

lithe inspector ahall reveal any in- 
formation in regard to ore bodies, chutes 
or bodiea of ore, or location, course or 
rliaraeter of underground workingB, or 
L'ive any information or opinion resnect- 
iiig anv mine, obtained or formed by him 
ill making such insiiection, upon sum- 
maiy conviction thereof tlie said in- 
s|)<'c'"r shall be removed from ofiice and 
liiH'i! luasum not less than one hundred 
''"Hiira nor more than one thousand 
liollara.
